Applicants' election of Group I, Specie A, in Paper No. 8, 
filed 4/10/00, is acknowledged. Because applicants did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR § 1.821(a) (1) and (a) (2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
§ 1.821 through 1.825 because SEQ ID Nos have not been amended 
into the specification with sequences therein. See, for example, 
page 40, lines 10-14, and elsewhere. Applicants are given the 
same response time regarding this failure to comply as that set 
forth to respond to this office action. 

Claims 2, 4-7, and 20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), 
as being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit 
the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim (s) in independent 



form. 



Claim 2 is not further limiting from claim 1 in that the 
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acid amide form of R-2-amino derivative is already required for 
the diaminobutyric acid to be in a hairpin turn in the polyamide 
of claim 1. 

Claims 4-7 give the options of the moiety "y" in the formula 
therein as being either "-NH-..." or a chiral linkage derived 
from R-2, 4-diaminobutyric acid" . These options are outside of 
the scope of claim 1 from which claim 4 depends in that claim 1 
apparently requires the presence of the chiral (R)-2,4- 
diaminobutyric acid in the hairpin. 

Claim 20 appears to merely recite the hairpin chiral linkage 
from claim 1 and is also therefore not further limiting from 
claim 1. 

Several of the citations on the enclosed PTO Forms 1449 have 
been lined through as not having been considered due to a lack of 
a date of publication. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities : 

Claim 21 is objected to due to the misworded phrase 
"selected the group" in line 1. 

On page 4 of the specification the Brief Descriptions of the 
Figures are incomplete regarding Figure part descriptions. It is 
noted that Figure 3 has parts A-E but that these are not 
described on said page 4. On page 5 of the specification the 
Description for Figure 17 lacks a separate description of parts 
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A-V.
